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nomioatioBtl  dteiiDeiions.  Oace,  to  b«  sWe,  CbriattaBs 
were  all  of  one  eect,  bat  that’s  no  alga  that  it  wonM  be 
well  for  ns  lo  be  so  at  this  day.  Originally  the  whole 
baman  family  was  one  na'ioti,  spoke  one  tongae,  bat  in  | 
process  of  time  they  broke  op  into  separate  organizations, 
and  I  think  that  was  best  fdr  them.  In  the  middle  ages, 
it  is  tree,  they  pillaged  and  pirated  upon  one  another,  and 
acted  sometimes  like  a  gang  of  cannibals.  Bat  that  was 
because  they  were  not  yet  civilized.  And  so  is  it  with 
some  sects  of  the  present  day ;  they  are  not  yet  qaite  civ> 
'lized,  and  *'  have  need  to  be  taught  what  be  the  first  prin¬ 
ciples”  of  religions  law.  These  sects  are  not  to  beamal- 
gam^d  by  any  ecclesiastical  Fonrierism.  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Home  Missionary  Society  comprises  churches  ol 
the  trne  Puritan  stamp,  with  some  varieties  which  may 
rather  be  termed  localities  than  by  any  other  name. 
Some  men  think  the  times  are  sadly  out  of  joint,  and  that 
we  must  break  up  all  ecclesiastical  organisation,  and 
make  one  grand  com  pound  by  selecting  what  is  beat  from 
each  of  onr  several  systems.  Now  1  am  not  snre  this 
would  be  best,  if  it  whre  possible.  It  reminds  me  of  what 
a  fiiend  of  mine.  Dr.  Nathan  Smith,  used  to  relate  in  his 
medical  lectures  of  a  Vermont  stndcnt,  who  graduated 
and  practised  medicine  on  his  native  hills.  The  yonng 
doctor  was  a  wonderfully  saving  body,  and  whenever  be 
■prescribed  for  a  disease  and  bad  any  drug  left,  a  little  cal¬ 
omel,  or  a  bit  of  opium,  or  some  jalap,  or  a  few  drops  of 


Zion,  been  ’corrnpted  from  the  aimplictty  that  it 
in  Christ,*  by  an  unholy  ambition  tor  the  miter? 
When  we  look  upon  the  unhappy  divisions  and 
contentions  in  other  evangelical  denominations  for 
some  years  past,  instead  of  grieving  over  these 
things,  and  praying  for  our  brethren,  have  we  not 
taken  occasion  to  depreciate  them,  and  glory  over 
them  in  ‘great  swelling  words  of  vanity,’  about 
our  unity  and  peace,  when  we  knew  all  the  while 
that  there  were  serious  diflerences  among  ourselves 
— yea,  differences  so  great,  as  to  amount  to  another 
gospel?  And  has  not  the  present  awful  outbreak 
of  Popery  only  brought  to  light  those  differences 
in  our  ranks,  which  would  long  since  have  been 
exposed  and  corrected,  had  there  been  spiritual 
life  and  light  enough  among  us?” 

To  conclude  this  communication.  It  is  not  onr 
purpose  to  fay  how  and  when  the  vastly  desirable 
union  and  commuriion  of  true  Christians  will  be 
brought  about.  But  we  are  persuaded  that  the 
true  “  Irenicum”  will  be  an  increase  in  holy  reve¬ 
rence  for  the  vital  principles  of  “repentance  tow¬ 
ard  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Chtist”  In 
the  mean  time,  wo  desire  it  to  b«  understood  by 
the  world,  that  the  great  body  ol  Chrisiians,  and 
they  not  the  least  active  and  attached  to  their  own 
municipal  regulations,  do  make  the  disiinction  be¬ 
tween  the  essrncs  and  the /brwi  ;  and  consider  the 
latter  as  important  only  in  its  bearings  upon  the 
former.

The  Mediterranean  Coast. 
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■cuis«T  — racjtrs — cannks— sick— vknt  ds  bisk. 

The  scenery  ground  Marseilles  seemed  as  mag- 
nifichot  as  ever,  when  we  left  the  city  at  daybreAk 
on  our  three  days’  journey.  The  huge  rocks  which 
arose  from  the  sea,  presented  a  sublime  view  as  we 
ascended  the  hill  leading  back  to  Aix.  We  had 
engaged  seats  in  the  diligence  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  we  should  go  by  way  of  Toulon — 
the  great  naval  station  in  the  South  of  France. 
To  our  chagrin,  we  found  ourselves  half  way  to 
Aix  before  we  discovered  that  we  were  not  to  pass 
through  Toulon.  The  distance  from  Marseilles 
to  Genoa  is  nearly  300  miles. 

We  saw  very  little  scenery  of  any  particular  in- 
terast  during  our  first  day’s  ride — but  when  the 
next  day  dawned  upon  us,  our  broken  slumbers 
were  gladly  exchanged  for  the  luxury  of  beholding 
the  rich  scenery  of  the  Mediterranean  coast  The 
very  atmosphere  seemed  mixed  with  some  exhilar¬ 
ating  gas— the  constant  change  of  scenery  kept  us 
all  the  time  busied  in  looking  around — and  just  as 
the  sun  was  rising,  several  of  the  passengers  got 
down  from  the  diligence  and  walked.  I  shall 
•  never  forget  the  enthusiasm  with  which  1  lan  from 


set  forth  by  my  opponent  in  his  concluding  essay, 
in  terms  at  which  we  could  .smile  if  we  were  not 
sud.  “Though  discord,  error,  and  ever-varying 
creeds  are  around  her,  (  our  Church')  with  her 
the  fundamental  piincipUs  ot  the  truth  remain  un¬ 
changed;  and  when,  in  the  conflict  of  opinions 
among  those  who  have  cast  oft  her  authority,  ‘the 
liiiih’  becomes  co.jfu8e(l,  uncertain  and  well  nigh 
lost,  with  her  it  shall  be  found  again,  perfect  and 
entire,  as  ‘once  delivered  to  the  Saints.’” 

We  can  onlv  say  that,  before  this  can  happen, 
there  must  nerds  be  a  vast  revolution  in  her  inter¬ 
nal  condilton.  The  reader  of  history  will  know 
what  lo  understand  by  the  purity  and  unity  of  a 
body  in  which  Archbishop  Laud  end  Archbishop 
Whately  were  disnrturies.  To  show  how  “per¬ 
fect  and  entire”  this  unity  of  faith  is,  let  us  use  the 
language  of  nn  Episcooaliat^  for  it  will  I.e  less 
invidious.  “  The  telieioo  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  is  so  far  from  e.xhibiting  that  unity  of  doctrine 
which  is  represented  ns  her  d’Stingui«hing  glory, 
that  it  is,  in  fact,  a  bundle  of  reheious  systems 
without  number.  It  coniprises  the  religious  system 
of  Bishop  Tomline,  and  ihe  religious  system  of 


a  profesBion  of  religion  within  the  last  yea^ ;  ibe  average 
attendance  in  the  month  of  March  was  9045;  connected 
with  these  schools,  25  individnals  have  comateneed 
sindies  for  the  Biinistry,  and  10  have  entered  npon  the 
duties  of  this  responsible  office  daring  the  year.  Of  the 
teachers,  14  died  daring  the  same  period,  and  ot  the  pn- 
pits,  114  The  expenses  of  the  Soeietf  had  been  i(l967, 
being  several  hundred  dollars  more  than  in  any  previooa 
year.  The  Secretary  made  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  libe¬ 
rality  of  the  churches  to  tastain  the  institntlen.  The 
general  aspect  of  the  schools  of  the  Union,  as  gathered 
fiom  their  reports,  is  of  the  most  cheering  character. 
Mach  had  been  said  in  regard  to  the  propriety  of  inviting 
non-professors  to  engage  as  teachers  in  these  achojU. 
The  Secretary  felt  that  the  speedy  conversion  of  sneh  as 
cuRage  in  this  heavenly  employment  was  almost  inevita- 


twice,  go  through  them  by  an  artificial  tunnel 
We  saw  the  faces  of  several  monstrous  rocks  quite 
clothed  with  the  prickly  pear,  which  taking  root 
at  the  top,  had  studded  its  thick  fleshy  leaves  one 
upon  the  other,  until  a  thousand  stems  seemed  to 
hang  upon  two  or  three  at  the  top.  Here  this 
plant,  which  in  the  United  States  is  usually  kept 
in  hot-houses,  is  seen  growing  in  the  most  sterile 
places  imaginable,  and  that  too  with  its  head  down¬ 
wards. 

Before  we  reached  Genoa,  the  north  wind  blew 
with  tremendous  force,  and  more  than  once  shook 
our  carriage  so  much  that  we  thought  we  were  go¬ 
ing  over  the  precipice  into  the  sea — an  accident 
which  might  easily  happen.  The  wind  usually 
came  in  gusts,  and  struck  us  with  groat  power,  as 
we  became  suddenly  exposed  by  an  abrupt  turn  in 
the  road.  At  one  time,  one  of  our  horses  was 
nearly  thrown  down,  and  a  man  near  our  carriage, 
was  laid  prostrate  upon  his  face  by  the  wind,  veiy 
near  the  verge  of  the  rock.  Our  postillion  became 
very  much  alarmed,  and  boobishly  communicated 
his  fears  to  some  women  inside  the  carriage — after 
which,  the  roar  of  a  sudden  blast  was  always  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  chorus  of  female  discord. 

At  length,  after  a  cold  ride  of  three  days  and 
two  nights,  during  which  we  had  no  sleep  but 
what  wo  got  in  our  seats,  we  were  rejoiced  to  reach 
Genoa  at  1 1  o’clock  on  Ssturduy  night,  and  end 
our  interesting  but  fatiguing  pilgrimage.

nizo  each  other’s  family  rights  with  the  utmost 
courtesy,  although  they  live  under  different  roofs 
Brought  beneath  the  same  roof  it  is  more  than 
likely — such  is  the  infirmity  of  our  nature — their 
dilferences  of  opinion  in  relation  to  the  education 
of  their  children,  and  other  points  of  family  order, 
would  lead  to  painful  collisions.

lustration  of  the  character  of  the  unchurching 
dogma.  It  is  the  fomenter  of  discord. 

I  shall  trespass  upon  the  patience  of  the  reader 
by  one  more  communication,  which  will  terminate 
my  part  in  this  discussion.

He  dwelt  in  beantifni  and  poetic 
langnage  upon  the  importance  of  treating  child  rrn, 
not  with  tenderness  only,*  tut  with  respect  and  cour¬ 
tesy.  With  tenderness  none  that  bad  the  sensibili¬ 
ties  of  bnmanity  conld  fail  to  treat  them.  There  was  a 
charm  and  freshness  in  the  bloom  of  the  youthful  cheek, 
in  the  frolick,  gaiety,  and  affectionate  endearments  of  chil¬ 
dren  that  always  made  its  snccessfnl  appeal  to  the  heart 
But  it  was  important  also  to  treat  them  with  respect,  that 
they  might  b«  encouraged  to  cultivate  self-respect  Ha 
reprobated,  as  fatal  to  the  morals  of  children,  the  prac¬ 
tice  ot  say  hrg  things  before  ehlMren,  ow  the  pnneiple  that 
they  were  children,  which  they  wonld  not  otherwise 
disclose.

The  Unchurching  Dogma  Schi^malical. 

The  point  to  which  this  communication  will  be 
devoted  being  nearly  aitiea  to  the  scojeci  ci  my 
last,  1  propose  to  be  as  brief  as  possible.  ^  If  the 
unchurching  dogma  be  at  war  with  the  principUs 
of  Christian  charity,  little  more  need  be  said  to 
establish  the  charge  of  schism  against  those  who 
maintain  it. 

By  schism  we  understand,  not  every  diversity  of 
sentiment,  nor  evefy  separation  and  diffe  rence  of 
organization,  founded  upon  such  diversity,  but  such 
division  among  those  who  are  substantially  agreed 
in  great  truths,  as  makes  their  substantial  agree¬ 
ment  null  by  magnifying  and  maintaining  their 
minor  differences,  tn  a  hostile  and  intolerant  spirit 
VVe  look  for  schism  more  in  the  heart  than  in  the 
head,  and  there  find  its  origin  in  pride,  ambition, 
self-intertst,  and  in  the  absence  or  imperfection  cf

with  as  much  composure  as  a  Duchess  could  nave  ( 
enjoyed  in  her  carriage.  | 

At  a  place  called  L' Ester tl,  the  scenery  is  more 
beautiful  than  anywhere  else  between  Aix  and 
Nice.  The  mountains  which  give  name  to  this 
place  are  nearly  as  high  as  the  Alps,  and  their 
sides  are  clothed  with  myrtles  and  many  flower- 
iag  shrubs.  Cannes,  which  lies  still  further  on, 
it  the  precisespot  where  Napoleon  landed  in  1815, 
when  he  returned  from  Elba.  The  approach  to 
this  place  is  through  a  beautiful  grove  of  olives. 

Lord  Brougham’s  scat  is,  I  believe,  at  Cannes,  or 
Tery  near  it.  The  next  considerable  town  is  An¬ 
tibes,  anciently  called  Antipolis,  and  built  by  the 
people  of  Marseilles.  It  is  celebrated  for  the  ele¬ 
gance  of  its  port,  which  is  furnished  with  circular  j 
arcades  like  the  ancient  port  of  Ostia — and  also  for 
the  ruins  of  an  amphitheater,  which  still  remain. 

From  Antibes  until  we  crossed  the  Var  and  en¬ 
tered  Sardinia,  we  traversed  a  wide  plain  near  the 
seashore.  The  soil  is  very  fertile  and  abounds  in 
oranges,  lemons,  olives  and  figs,  and  in  pomegran- 
•MB,  aloes  and  myrtles.  The  river  Var  divides 
France  from  Sardinia,  and  is  crossed  by  a  wooden  ; 
htidge,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  a  gate  with  the  ; 
name  of  France  inscribed  on  one  side,  and  Sirdinia 
on  the  other.  Until  tho  erection  of  this  bridge 
travelers  were  obliged  to  ford  the  river— often  at  a 
considerable  risk.  The  towns  on  either  side  of 
the  river  are  strongly  fortified  by  the  governments 

to  which  they  respectively  belong,  and  their  police  |  work  is  not  forwarded  but  obslrucud  by  those 
annoy  the  traveler  with  their  scrutiny,  so  that  his 
luggage  is  liable  to  inspection  at  both  ends  of  the 
bridge. 

We  entered  Nice  at  1 1  o’clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  our  second  day’s  ride.

By  what  blindness  must  the  ejs  of  that  man  be 
smitten,  who  can,  in  the  face  of  iiuraerable  facts, 
similar  to  these,  venture  to  admee  a  claim  the 
force  of  which  rests  nponanalletd  uniry  of  which 
these  are  the  proofs?  Has  he  o  fear  of  retort 
when  h# deridt-s  oilier  Christian  moniinaiions  as  a 
mere  chaos  of  discordant  opitins?  Why,  we 
j  venture  to  affirm  ftarh  ssly,  ihain  respect  to  all 


genera¬ 
tion— the  germ  of  the  manhood  that  is  to  be.  It  waa  there¬ 
fore  of  paramuont  importance  what  infinences  snrromid 
the  yonthfnl  mind-  Snppose  a  child  conld  nnderstand 
its  irne  character  and  position !  How  earnest  would  be 
its  appeals  to  be  led  only  in  paths  of  peace  and  virtue, 
and  to  be  saved  the  temptations  and  allnrements  to  vice. 
And  its  mate,  confiling  helplessness  ought  to  speak  more 
loudly  than  impassioned  words.  The  Sunday  school 
system  bad  not  made  the  grand  mistake  of  oveilooking 
these  early  infinences.  It  is  based  on  the  truth  that  early 
training  decides  the  character  and  determines  the  destiny. 
It  was  silent,  but  mighty  in  its ’operations,  extendiag 
through  life.

This  trnih  was  langht  ns  in  a  thousand  forma;  In  the 
adage,  “  the  child’s  the  father  of  the  man;”  in  the  Scrip- 
tare,  “  Train  up  a  child,”  &c.  In  the  analogies  of  na- 
tnre,  the  planting  and  sowing  of  the  spring  determine  the 
produce  of  the  summer  and  the  frnits  of  antnmn.  The 
power  of  these  early  infinences  conld 
mated. 


Christian  character  and  uspfuliicss  of  the  several 
Churches  of  Chtist  in  which  the  cardinal  docirints 
of  the  Gospel  are  taught  with  more  or  less  distinct¬ 
ness.

That  re- 
spons.bility  is  a  dreadful  one,  and  we  do  not  hesi¬ 
tate  10  say  that  every  man  should  honestly  exam¬ 
ine  how  far  he  shares  in  this  responsibility,  and 
contribute,  by  every  practicable  means,  to  remove 
this  great  stumbling  block  out  of  the  way  of  the 
world.  For  certain  it  is  that  the  one-ness  of  Chris¬ 
tians  is  an  indispensable  preliminary  to  that  grand  j 
consumtnaiion,  “that  all  men  may  know  that  thou 
1  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them  as  thou  hast 
!  loved  me.” 

1  Without,  however,  attempting  to  decide  in  this 
j  place  all  that  may  be  consistently  done  toward 
I  such  a  result,  may  we  not  set  down  as  certain  that

I  which  are  not  plainly  set  forth,  as  such,  in  ibe 
1  word  of  God?  Let  it  be  admitted  that  thediffi- 
I  cullies  in  the  way  of  establishing  a  perfect  unity 
j  of  doctrinal  truth  may  be  very  great,  and  more- 
1  over  that  a  similar  perfect  unity  of  order  is  an 


not  be  over-esti- 
What  if  the  nnwriiten  histories  of  every  indi- 
Tidnal  could  be  gathered— the  high  priests  of  infidelity 
and  (he  scourges  of  the  race  would,  while  sirnggling 
with  the  horrors  of  the  death-bed,  charge  the  whole  of 
their  career  to  the  reigning  infinenee  of  home  and  the 
scenes  of  childhood;  and  many  on  the  oiber  band,  who 
have  been  the  world’s  benefactors,  would  have  been  start¬ 
ed  on  their  bright  pathway,  far  ba«*k  in  the  regions  ot  ob- 
scnriiy,  by  smother,  an  honored  and  nnambiiioas,  who 
had  trained  np  her  offspring  by  the  sanctnary  of  the  fire¬ 
side,  the  hope  of  the  mother’s  heart ;  and  like  a  stream 
which  none  hoped  to  find,  their  infinence  bad  flowed  on, 
widening  and  deepening  into  a  tide  of  holy  waieis  which 
heavea,had  cangbt  np  only  to  shower  down  in  richer  aad 
more  refreshing  effasions  upon  the  nations. 

The  power  of  the  Snnday  school  system  has  never  yet 
been  properly  appreciated,  becaasa  it  works  so  mneh  un¬ 
seen  and  so  ranch  for  the  future.  Witness  the  hoiband- 
man  burying  the  seed  in  the  earth— the  result  of  his  toil  is 
unseen ;  bat  wait  a  little  till  the  moial  earth  has  softened 
the  grain  and  the  summer  annbeams  have  bronght  it  into 
life,  and  then  behold  the  rich  harvest  waving  in  its  ver¬ 
dure.  There  is  a  little  insect  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  ;  in- 
cessant,  though  silent  and  nnobserved,  he  plies  the  work 
till  suddenly  the  growth  of  many  years,  piled  op  from 
the  bottom  of  the  ocean,  appears  a  rocky  reef;  the  turbid 
waves  bring  from  the  shore  the  weeds  of  the  ocean,  the 
sea-birds  plant  their  seeds,  and  there  is  an  Uland  in  the 
sea.  O  that  many  snch  fertile  splits  might  be  mnltiplied 
in  many  hea't«  thronghout  this  city  and  conniry  by  the  si¬ 
lent  working.s  of  the  Sunday  School  system  I

interest  in  it  It  is  sad  and  guilty  delinquency  in 
both,  and  must  be  removed  before  the  millenium 
shall  be  enjoyed.  The  exigencies  of  the  present 
moment,  however,  demand  of  us  that  we  discover 
and  remove,  if  possible,  the  cawse  that  makes  the 
one  million  of  “avowed  friends  of  missions”  witling 
—with  the  ability  in  their  hands  to  prevent  it — to 
see  tlmRiterprise  thus  embarrassed  and  hindered  in 
its  progress.  Oar  business  now  is  with  the  pro¬ 
fessed  friends,  and  not  with  the  hostile  and  indif¬ 
ferent.
